Gentlemen: 


Not only does the Biological Survey have no 
intention of recommending any prohibition against 
the shooting of migratory waterfowl on marsh- 
lands that have been artificially planted with na- 
tural food plants. On the contrary we are con- 
stantly advocating this means of increasing the 
natural supply of food for our ducks and geese. 
Growing food plants, whether present as a result 
of normal distribution or of artificial planting, can- 
not be considered in the same category as grain 
or other food deliberately scattered in a shooting 
area for the purpose of bringing the birds within 
range of the guns.
